I. In putting on of the Crown, it ſheuld be well faſtened For Kines Crowns are ofren times 
rottering 3 and this is a time wherein they totrer, There arc tuo th ngs which make Kings Cromns 
to totrer, Great firs, and great commotions and troubles, Take heed © tt 

1. There are many fins up-n our King ard his Family+ Sin will make the ſuteſt Crown, that ever 
men ſat on, to totter. The Sins of former Kings, have made this a totteting Crown, I ſhall net in- 
fiſt here ſeeing there hath been a ſolemn day of Humiliation throughaut the Land, on Thurſday laſt, 
for the fins of the Royal Family. I wiſh the LORD may bleis it; and deſite the King to he tru- 
ly humbled for h!s own fins, and the fins of his Fathers heute, which have been preat. Bewerte cf 
putting on theſe fins with the Crown; For if you put them on, all the well-wiſhers to King in 
the three Kingdoms will not be able to hold on the Crown, and keep it from tortering; yea, from 
falling. LORD, rake away thc Conrtroverſie with the Royal Family, that the Crown may be 
faſtencd ſure upon the Kings head, without falling or totteting.

Kings 
are the Anvinecd of the Lord, becauſe by the Ordinance of th: Lord, their authority is ſacred and 

It is enough for us to have the thing, though we want the Cetemonie, which beiog laid 
alide, I will give ſome Obctvations of the thing. 

1. A King being the Lords Anointed, ſhould be thinkmg = a detrer union, even that Spiri- 
ruall Uaction, wherewith Eclievers arc anvinted, which you have, 1 John s. #7. The anointing, ye 
have received of vim f in you, And x Cor. 1. 21, He thit anointed ws, is God who bath alſo 
ſealed »s. This anointing is not proper to Kings, but commoa to Believers, Few Kings zre ſo a- 
pointed, A King ſhould ſtrive to be a go0d Chriſtian, and then a good King: The anornting with 
Grace, is better then the annointing with oyle. It is of wore worth for a King to be the anointed of 
the Lord wich Grace, then to be thegreateſt Monarch of th: world without it, 

3. This anointing may put a King ic minde of the gifts, chere with Kings ſhould be enducd, 
for diſcharge of the Royall Calling. For anointing did fiprifie the gifts of Office. It is ſaid of Paul, 
when he was anointed King, 1 Sam, 15, g Got gzve bim another brat; And cap. 11. 6. The Spirit 
of God came upon bin, It is meant, of a heart for his Calling, and a Spirit of ability for Govern- 
ment. It ſhould be our defire this day, that our King may have a Spirit for his Calling, as the Spirit 
of Wiſdome, Fortitude, Juſtice, and other Priagely Enduements 

$3. This anointiag may put Subjects in minde of the Sacre-due of the authority of a King. He 
ſhou'd be reſpected, as the Lords Anointed. There are diverſe ſorts of petſ ins, that arc enemies 
to the authority of Kings; As x 42454btiſts, who deny there ſhould be Kings in the Ney Teſta- 
ment. They will have no Kings; nor Civil Magiſtrate, 2. Tac late Photinians, who ſpeak rcſpeR.
